Bye, bye blackbirds 





Birds come to ‘fowl end’ in 
roosting area near church

GRANITE CITY — Hundreds of dead blackbirds 
have been littering the snow-covered terrain 
behind the Nameoki United Methodist Church on 
Pontoon Road, and city officials and neighbors 
would like to know why. 

Some speculation has it that the birds may be 
getting poisoned grain somewhere during their 
trips from the roosting area. 
. ‘Some railroads will put out poison to keep rats 
from the.tracks,” said DeRousse, city inspec- 
tor. “But we haven’t been able to find out yet.” 

~There is also some thought that the birds might 
be getting into bad-grain in that area, he said.

‘Winois _Environmental ‘Protection Agency last 
week, but was referred to the Illinois Department 
ef Public.

Margaret Belcher, an Oaklawn Drive resident 
who lives near the'site, said her husband watched 
city workers remove two large sacks full of birds 
Friday morning. “We've called them and they've 
been very good about coming right out,” she said.

A Press-Record/Journal photographer went to 
the scene Friday morning, but arrived just after a 
city cleanup.

MADISON — They're calling 
it the ‘‘Grzywacz ordinance,” 
though it’s not an ordinance and 
Grzywacz didn’t author it. 

At its meeting March 7, the 
Madison City Council passed a 
resolution setting forth “the con- 
sensus of the city council regard- 
ing lewd conduct in public estab- 
lishments"’ in Madison 3 

The resolution reads, ‘‘Where-

behavior in local taverns and 
has refused to give such infor- 
mation to the chief of police or 
the mayor so that appropriate 
legal steps ... can be taken 
“It is hereby resolved that . 

it is the consensus *. of the 
aldermen that ... Grzywacz and 
any other alderman with knowl- 
edge regarding lewd conduct 


ip any (Madison) establishment 
serving food or drimk (should) 
forthwith convey such inform: 
tion to the chief of police."’ 

The resolution was the fallout 
of a flap that occurred at the 
council’s meeting of Feb. 21 
when the city passed an ordi- 
nance prohibiting lewd and 
obscene conduct in Madison tav- 
erns, 

Grzywacz had questioned the 
need for the ordinance and said 
the obscene conduct ordinance, 
coming as it did close to election 
time, was nothing but a political 
grandstanding ploy by Mayor 
John Bellcoff. Grzywacz is run- 
ning against Bellcoff. 

Grzywacz further 
lewd conduct and nudity had 
been going on for years at a 
number of al taverns. He and 
Bellcoff engaged in’ a’ brief 
shouting match at the Feb. 21 
meeting 

The “Grzywacz ordinance”

VENICE — The City Council is taking steps to 
divert, $50,500 yearly from McKinley Bridge reve- 
nues to reimburse the financially strapped city for

The money will go into the general fund, said 
Mayor Tyrone Echols. 

On Feb. 14; the council passed an ordinance to 
divert the money. On Feb. 28, the council passed a 
resolution approving an amendment to the opera- 
tion and maintenance budget for the current year. 

City Attorney Casper Nighohossian said that 
under the provisions of the city’s agreement with 
its bondholders, the city is entit led to up to 
$100,000 of revenue over and above its expenses in

The city is now awaiting a report from the con- 
sulting engineers for the bridge, Hardesty and 
Hanover Inc. of New York.

County building given boost 


EDWARDSVILLE — The Madison County 
Board has voted 20-4 to commit $1.25 million annu- 
ally of the county's quarter-cent sales tax reve 
nues over the next 20 years for construction of a 
hew. administration building. 

The action appears to Settle recent questions as 
to whether the county would move forward with 
the project despite Stringent warnings that the 
county could go broke paying for the building. 

County Auditor Fred Bathon told the board in a 
special session. Wednesday night that the board 
made faulty conclusions when it adopted the quar 
ter-cent tax last year. The board assumed that the 
tax would yield ample revenues for the building 

Bathon said that, based on the county's spending 
and revenue patterns, even with the $2.8 million in 
new revenues the tax is projected to generate, 
spending will match revenues by mid-1995. 

Beyond that point the county will be in a deficit 


spending situation, Bathon said. 


Three of the four votes cast in opposition to the 
20-year commitment were from finance committee 
members Rudy Papa, D-Bethalto, Alan Dunst 
D-Troy,-and Fred Dalton, D-Collinsville. 


Michael Semanisin, D-Maryyille, 


also oppose 
the resolution. 


“I see nothing wrong with a new administration 
building if we can pay for it,"’ Dalton said, “but if 
we can believe our auditor — and I believe we 
must — we can’t afford it.” 


Dalton urged the board to consider formation of 
a “one-project county building commission.’ 


Such an entity would be empowered to levy new 
property taxes to finance the plan or develop a 
lease-purchase arrangement which, he said, 
another name for issuing bonds.”
